In  March,  1976,  Dr.  Jesse  Steinfeld 
will  become  Dean  of  the  School  of 
Medicine.  He  replaces  Dr.  Warren 
Pearse,  who  left  MCV  in  June,  1975. 
In  the  interim  I  have  been  opening 
the  dean's  mail,  trying  out  a  few  deanly 
decisions,  and  happily  watching  MCV 
from  a  unique  vantage  point.  This  ac- 
count will  describe  the  state  of  the 
medical  school  as  seen  by  a  loyal  im- 
poster. 

We  have  many  problems,  all  of 
which  seem  to  end  up  in  the  dean's 
office.  We  also  have  many  assets  which 
visitors  don't  bother  to  remind  me  of, 
but  of  which  I  have  learned  from  his- 
tory books  by  Doctors  Blanton,  Black- 
well  Smith,  and  Sanger;  from  family 
letters;  and  from  living  in  MCV  most 
of  the  past  25  years.  I  try  to  think  of 
our  assets  first  in  order  to  cope  with 
our  problems. 

Our  first  asset  discovered  by  Au- 
gustus Warner  in  1837  is  "great  clini- 
cal advantages"  over  other  schools  in- 
cluding the  one  Doctor  Warner  left 
behind  in  Charlottesville.  Alumni  are 
aware  of  these  advantages  but  current 
faculty  and  housestaff  sometimes  find 
more  advantage  than  they  can  stand. 
We  continue  to  have  an  abundance  of 
poor,  ignorant,  promiscuous,  or  mis- 
directed souls  afflicted  with  undernu- 
trition, overnutrition,  violence,  burns, 
hypertension,  and  addiction  to  alcohol, 
tobacco,  and  drugs.  Students  would 
prefer  more  "routine  problems"  which 
seem  to  go  to  other  hospitals  and  fac- 
ulty would  prefer  more  "interesting 
problems"  which  other  doctors  and 
hospitals  cannot  cope  with.  What  we 
get  in  largest  volumn,  though,  are  the 
real  problems  of  our  society.  They  are 
an  asset  because  they  keep  us  out  of 
the  ivory  tower  and  on  the  mark  to- 
ward needed  solutions.  Necessity  as 
well  as  imagination  forced  Everett 
Evans  to  find  a  burn  formula  and 
David  Hume  to  cope  with  pheochro- 
mocytoma  and  terminal  renal  failure. 
Now  necessity  compels  our  neurosur- 
geons to  such  excellence  in  head  trauma 
that  we  just  received  a  $1.2  million 
federal  grant  to  make  still  better  dis- 
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coveries,  and  our  hepatologists  received 
almost  as  much  to  cope  with  liver  fail- 
ure. More  importantly  the  men  and 
women  we  train  learn  the  real  needs 
of  society.  MCV  ranks  eighth  in  the 
nation  in  numbers  of  alumni  rendering 
primary  care. 

Our  second  oldest  asset  is  depen- 
dence on  the  frugal  but  secure  Com- 
monwealth of  Virginia.  Our  partner- 
ship is  sometimes  tense.  Every  year 
legislators  threaten  to  invade  our  Ad- 
missions Committee  and  we've  had  to 
reduce  non-resident  admissions  to 
about  10%  of  each  class,  but  there 
are  so  many  new  "Virginians"  our 
classes  still  have  great  diversity.  Re- 
cently we  staggered  the  Governor  by 
asking  to  borrow  $130  million  for  a 
new  hospital,  and  he  staggered  us  right 
back  by  withdrawing  5%  of  our  cur-

rent  budget.  Between  staggers  we  must 
cope  with  endless  red  tape  and  Capitol 
Square  must  cope  with  our  eccentric 
faculty;  but  by  and  large  Virginia  is 
proud  of  us  and  generous  to  us.  Al- 
though in  any  given  year  we  can  find 
another  state  being  more  generous  to 
or  ambitious  for  its  medical  school,  no 
other  school  enjoys  more  enduring  high 
priority  from  its  state  than  MCV  does. 
To  be  great  we  need  other  help,  but 
what  we  get  from  Virginia  is  at  least 
dependable  and  very  encouraging  in 
financial  hard  times. 

Our  newest  asset  is  just  now  gaining 
visibility.  Some  alumni  may  kill  me  for 
saying  this,  and  they  may  be  right,  but 
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I'll  say  it  anyhow.  It  is  our  association 
with  Virginia  Commonwealth  Univer- 
sity. Our  union  was  at  first  so  painful 
that  benefits  seemed  improbable,  but 
now  they  are  appearing.  The  uptown 
faculty  has  enlarged  four-fold  since  the 
University  was  created  and  many  of 
us  are  enlightened  by  exposure  to  fel- 
low teachers  of  history,  art.  music,  etc. 
The  administrative  problems  of  our 
first  presidency  are  passed.  Now  we 
have  a  president  who  looks  and  acts 
not  only  like  a  college  president  but 
even  like  a  Virginian.  Even  the  under- 
graduate students  are  looking  more 
like  us,  and  a  few  of  them  have  become 
outstanding  medical  students.  WTiat  is 
most  important  we  have  a  university 
to  guarantee  our  scientific  integrity. 
Medicine  became  a  science  about  300 
years  ago  through  adoption  by  Euro- 
pean universities.  Medicine  is  now  on 
the  verge  of  losing  its  integrity  to  the 
pseudoscience  of  technology,  comput- 
ers, and  flashing  lights.  \'irginia  Com- 
monwealth University  may  prove  to  be 
just  what  we  needed  to  stay  on  the 
straight  and  narrow  path  of  sohing 
real  human  problems  with  the  true 
original  scientific  method.  Please  spare 
me  "til  the  proof  is  in. 

Our  greatest  asset  is  our  people. 
They  always  have  been,  from  the  ad- 
venturous Warner  and  the  curious 
Brown-Sequard  to  our  provocative 
genius,  David  Hume.  Between  them 
there  was  a  father-son  team  whose  be- 
quest to  MC\'  included  an  extra  medi- 
cal school.  There  have  been  spectacu- 
lar builders  like  Dr.  W.  T.  Sanger,  style 
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builders  like  Dr.  W.  B.  Porter,  people 
builders  like  Dr.  Isaac  Bigger,  and 
standard  builders  like  Dr.  Hudnall 
Ware.  Still  with  us  is  the  Nelson  wit 
and  philosophy  and  nearby  is  Dr. 
Charles  Cardwell,  to  whom  we  gave  the 
medical  school's  Distinguished  Service 
Award  at  our  last  graduation  exercise. 
Young  men  and  women  of  this  caliber 
are  now  on  our  faculty,  giving  them- 
selves generously  to  inspire  students, 
save  patients,  and  build  MCV.  The 
great  people  of  our  own  generation 
are  hard  for  us  to  see,  but  our  suc- 
cessors will  be  proud  to  have  known 
them.  MCV  will  be  a  still  greater 
place  for  their  services.  Other  medical 
schools  will  be  great  for  their  service 
also.  Within  the  past  two  years  three 
professors  have  left  MCV  to  become 
deans:  John  Utz  at  Georgetown,  Wil- 
liam Laupus  at  East  Carolina,  and 
Fairfield  Goodale  at  Georgia.  All  gave 
excellence  and  honor  to  MCV. 

What  we  have  now  is  about  600 
students,  400  housestaff,  300  full-time 
faculty,  a  host  of  supporting  person- 
nel house  '  mostly  in  Sanger  Hall,  and 
an  annual  t  ^|  of  about  $2.2  million. 
This  figure  d<.  not  include  the  hos- 
pital budget  a.  ■  is  an  average  ex- 
pense of  a  medic      .chool  these  days. 


Our  major  supports  are  Virginia, 
HEW,  the  VA,  and  private  practice. 
Most  money  is  committed  to  salaries 
or  designated  research,  but  last  year 
alumni  and  friends  gave  us  $30,000 
to  spend  as  needed.  This  is  extremely 
helpful  and  for  it  we  are  very  grateful. 
The  chief  purpose  of  all  these  people 
and  dollars  is  to  make  more  excellent 
physician  alumni.  Other  obligations  are 

On  November  20,  1975,  the  Board  of 
Visitors  appointed  Dr.  Jesse  Steinfeld 
Dean  of  the  School  of  Medicine.  Doc- 
tor Steinfeld  is  a  native  of  Pennsyl- 
vania, graduate  of  Western  Reserve, 
and  served  his  medical  residency  in 
San  Francisco.  Between  professorships 
of  medicine  in  California,  he  served  as 
head  of  the  National  Cancer  Institute 
and  Surgeon  General  of  the  U.  S.  Pub- 
lic Health  Service.  His  many  honors  in- 
clude service  as  a  governor  of  the 
American  College  of  Physicians.  An- 
nouncing his  appointment.  Doctor  Mc- 
Guire  described  Doctor  Steinfeld  as  "a 
sensitive  listener  who  corrects  false 
notions  and  fuzzy  ideas  with  diplo- 
macy, humor,  and  complete  hon- 
esty .  .  .  who  solves  problems  on  a 
personal  basis  ...  an  outstanding 
leader." 


to  give  Virginia  the  best  in  highly  spe- 
cialized backup  and  consulting  serv- 
ices, to  provide  continuing  education, 
and  to  search  and  test  better  methods 
of  patient  care.  Our  most  critical  job, 
however,  is  teaching.  To  the  tradi- 
tions of  devotion  we  inherited  from 
Drs.  Osterud,  Negus,  and  Apperly,  we 
now  apply  all  the  latest  techniques. 
The  first  two  years  of  medical  school  is 
a  sequence  of  courses  devoted  to  "organ 
systems  taught  by  interdisciplinary 
committees.  Where  other  medical 
schools  have  tried  this  and  failed,  we 
have  succeeded  probably  on  the 
strength  of  the  devotion  bequeathed  us. 
Our  classes  achieve  average  or  above 
average  scores  on  all  parts  of  National 
Board  Examinations  and  get  better 
every  year.  The  fact  that  some  of  our 
students  rank  at  the  top  nationally 
proves  an  excellent  education  is  given 
in  MCV.  Our  junior  year  consists  of 
six  clinical  rotations  in  twelve  months. 
The  senior  year  is  elective.  This  per- 
mits remedial  work  for  some  students, 
extramural  electives  for  some,  and  a 
few  have  graduated  at  the  end  of  the 
junior  year.  The  effects  of  three-year 
graduation  are  now  being  closely 
scrutinized  to  determine  whether  this 
program  should  be  continued.  An  out- 
standing feature  of  education  in  MCV 
is  our  Department  of  Visual  Education, 
which  is  the  envy  of  schools  around 
the  world. 

I   have   now  bragged   enough   and 
must    acknowledge    a   few   problems. 
One  which  affects  all  our  society  is  pro- 
liferation of  administrators,  evaluators,

Mr.  Wheeler: 

On  behalf  of  the  student  body  of 
MCV,  I  wish  to  extend  to  you,  Doctor 
Temple,  our  congratulations  as  you  as- 
sume the  presidency  of  Virginia  Com- 
monwealth University.  Unlike  many 
university  presidential  inaugurations, 
we  are  not  greeting  a  novice  to  this 
University.  We  have  had  the  good 
fortune  of  having  you,  with  your  back- 
ground, stature,  and  administrative 
abilities,  serve  our  institution  for  some 
time.  We  are  confident  under  your 
leadership  the  quality  and  the  integrity 
of  our  University  will  reach  heights  not 
yet  attained. 

Financially  speaking,  the  "Golden 
Age"  of  education  of  the  1960's  has 
passed.  We  are  faced  with  decreased 
government  spending,  coupled  with 
spiraling  inflation,  which  will  leave  us 
in  an  untenable  situation.  On  the  one 
hand,  if  we  are  to  continue  to  educate 
the  present  number  of  health-care  pro- 
viders, working  under  the  proposed  fi- 


nancial burdens,  we  will  face  the  in- 
evitable consequence  of  decreased 
quality  of  service  provided.  On  the 
other  hand,  equally  disturbing,  is  the 
alternative  of  maintaining  quality  of 
those  services  provided  at  the  devastat- 
ing price  of  decreasing  enrollment  at 
a  time  when  the  public  is  demanding 
not  only  more  health-care  services  but 
also  a  higher  quality  of  the  care  deliv- 
ered. The  only  way  the  public  demands 
can  be  met  is  through  an  increase  in 
funding  to  health-care  education  on 
both  the  state  and  federal  level. 

We  can  see  the  ramifications  of  this 
self-defeating,  fiscal  policy  developing 
in  our  University  now,  viz-a-viz  the 
proposed  hospital  renovation  and  ex- 
pansion program  as  well  as  the  pro- 
posed health  sciences  building,  the 
need  for  which  is  being  questioned  by 
some  members  of  both  the  Legislature 
and  the  public.  The  proposed  hospital 
renovation  and  expansion  project  are 
vital  for  growth  both  quantitatively  and 
qualitatively  for  our  entire  health-care 
program  in  general  and  loss  of  this 
project  poses  a  serious  threat  to  the  ac- 
creditation of  our  medical  program  in 
particular.  The  proposed  health  science 
building  is  also  vital,  in  that  certain  of 
the  allied  health  schools  and  the  school 
of  pharmacy  are  the  only  schools  of 
their  type  in  the  State:  and.  due  to 
physical  and  fiscal  inadequacies, 
growth  in  these  areas  of  great  demand 
cannot  occur. 

We  are  confident.  Doctor  Temple, 
that  you  will  be  successful  in  meeting 
these  challenges  and  opportunities,  and 
we  pledge  to  you  our  full  support. 
Thank  vou.

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Governor  Godwin  Recommends 
MCV  Hospital  Project 


MVC/VCU  faculty  and  administra- 
tion are  pleased  that  Governor  Godwin 
has  recommended  to  the  General  As- 
sembly the  construction  of  a  new  hos- 
pital and  renovations  to  present  facili- 
ties at  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia. 
The  recommendation  was  made  in  his 
budget  message  to  the  General  Assem- 
bly on  Monday,  January  19. 

The  plan  calls  for  a  total  cost  of 
$110.7  million,  with  $99.8  million 
financed  through  tax-exempt  revenue 
bonds  supplemented  by  $10.9  million 
in  legislative  appropriations  over  the 
period  of  the  project.  Completion  of 


the  project  is  scheduled  for  1983. 

Here  is  the  timetable  for  the  con- 
struction and  equipment  aspect  of  the 
project  which  will  cost  $86.0  millions: 

The  program  is  essentially  the  same 
as  that  proposed  and  approved  by  the 
General  Assembly  in  1973,  with  the 
exception  of  the  method  of  financing. 

The  original  proposal  was  blocked 
by  the  Supreme  Court  of  Virginia  in 
April  1975,  and  the  present  plan  re- 
quires the  use  of  type  9(d)  bonds  bear- 
ing a  higher  interest  rate.

Strongly  stressed  in  the  case  for  the 
project  was  the  very  real  danger  of  loss 
of  licensure  and  accreditation. 

Meantime,  the  administration  is  con- 
tinuing a  program  Of  information  di- 
rected to  alumni,  faculty,  students,  and 
friends  of  the  institution  to  assure  the 
project  will  receive  favorable  action  by 
the  General  Assembly  in  the  current 
session. 

The  operating  budget  is  being  ex- 
amined by  MCV  officials  and  the  Presi- 
dent's office.  At  present,  it  appears  that 
MCV  and  the  total  university  will  be 
in  a  period  of  austerity  during  the  next 
biennium  (1976-1978).

and  committees.  Some  are  clearly 
needed.  Others  show  more  concern  for 
style  of  management  than  for  real 
work  to  be  done,  thus  stifling  creative 
thought  and  service.  To  solve  this 
problem,  we  must  put  in  charge  men 
who  see  problems  clearly  and  fight 
them  fiercely.  This  we  have  done  by 
selecting  Doctor  Steinfeld  as  our  next 
dean.  Our  new  champion  actually 
seems  good  humored,  gentle,  and  pa- 
tient, but  he  did  battle  with  a  President 
and  came  off  the  ultimate  winner,  so 
we  are  confident  he  can  overcome  local 
beaurocracy. 

Health  professions  have  always  been 
susceptible  to  needless  novelties  and 
fads.  Today's  easy  communication, 
however,  makes  the  assault  heavier 
than  ever,  especially  on  medical  stu- 
dents and  faculty.  Some  say  that  half 
of  what  we  teach  will  in  five  years  be 
obsolete.  With  more  critical  question- 
ing of  what  we  learn,  the  life  of  our 
knowledge  might  be  doubled,  the  need 
for  memory  halved,  and  our  brains 
kept  clear  for  making  real  discoveries 
and  saving  more  patients.   With  too 


critical  thinking,  though,  we  might 
teach  nothing.  All  this  may  sound 
very  abstract  but  it  is  an  everyday  prac- 
tical problem  for  those  who  must  teach 
future  doctors  how  to  think. 

A  third  problem,  not  exclusive  to 
MCV,  is  our  temptation  to  neglect 
teaching  and  scholarship  in  favor  of 
private  practice.  Perhaps  Doctor  War- 
ner set  the  precedent  in  1837  when 
he  left  Charlottesville.  It  cost  us 
several  probations  before  1950.  Vir- 
ginia pay  scales  contribute  to  the  prob- 
lem by  providing  us  a  faculty  which 
is  larger  but  lower  paid  than  is  average 
for  U.  S.  medical  schools.  To  earn 
average  teachers'  incomes,  our  faculty 
must  depend  heavily  on  fees  from  pa- 
tients. This  has  been  true  for  genera- 
tions, yet  our  faculty  has  always  been 
generous  in  teaching.  Now  an  addi- 
tional threat  to  teaching  has  been  cre- 
ated by  HEW.  In  order  to  ensure  one- 
class  treatment.  Medicare  must  deny 
payment  for  private  services  in  any 
teaching  hospital  where  there  are  staff 
or  ward  patients.  Therefore  in  order  to 
collect  any  medicare  payments,  our 
faculty  is  required  to  see  all  cases  as 
private  patients.  Gone  are  the  days 
when  residents  and  interns  ran  wards 


with  weekly  rounds  by  faculty.  Faculty 
must  visit  every  patient  every  day  and 
prove  their  presence  by  signing  prog- 
ress notes.  Residents  have  less  re- 
sponsibility, more  time  for  negotiating 
raises  and  more  time  to  "moonlight." 
Thus  the  roles  of  housestaff  and  faculty 
tend  to  be  reversed  and  there  is  less 
time  for  scholarship  and  formal  teach- 
ing. All  this  comes  from  allowing  HEW 
and  Cooke  County  Hospital  to  deter- 
mine our  destiny.  To  solve  this  prob- 
lem we  pray  for  citizens  to  restore 
sanity  in  Washington. 

MCV's  most  immediate  and  exclu- 
sive problem  now  is  the  condition  of 
our  hospitals.  We  are  still  using  Old 
Memorial,  built  in  1902,  and  St.  Philip 
Hospital,  which  is  barely  safe  and  un- 
acceptable to  most  patients.  Our  main 
MCV  Hospital  isn't  yet  forty  years  old, 
but  new  fire  safety  regulations  say  the 
ends  of  three  wings  are  too  far  from 
stairs  or  elevators.  To  keep  hospital 
accreditation  we  must  either  close 
down  large  portions  of  MCV  or  else 
spend  a  tremendous  sum  without  any 
visible  benefit.  Other  problems  derive 
from  the  fact  that  all  our  hospitals 
were  designed  for  racial  and  economic 
segregation,  each  building  containing

separate  labs,  operating  rooms,  X-rays, 
etc.;  and  all  joined  by  long  tunnels 
unfit  for  patients.  Spending  a  large  sum 
to  preserve  fragmented  services  and  un- 
attractive spaces  would  seem  most  ex- 
travagant. We  have  therefore  designed 
a  new  building  in  which  all  receiving 
wards,  labs.  X-rays,  operating  and  re- 
covery rooms,  and  intensive  care  units 
can  be  consolidated.  This  building 
would  replace  Hunton  and  McFarland 
Halls  and  be  connected  to  remaining 
buildings  by  bridges.  It  would  cost 
about  $100  million  now  and  the  price 
rises  daily  with  inflation.  Independent 
auditors  have  made  detailed  analyses 
of  our  hospital  operations.  They  as- 
sured us  and  the  state  that  our  revenues 
can  pay  off  bonds  even  at  high  interest 
rates  incurred  by  issuing  bonds  without 
the  full  faith  and  credit  of  the  Com- 
monwealth. We  are  hoping  that  Gov- 
ernor Godwin  and  the  1976  General 
Assembly  will  allow  us  to  proceed.  To 
pay  for  anything  less  than  consolidated 
attractive  facilities  would  be  wasteful 
of  state  funds  and  wasteful  of  MCV 
eminence  among  medical  schools. 

I  have  now  revealed  what  I  believe 
any  of  my  fellow  alumni  would  learn 
by  six  months  invasion  of  our  dean's 


office.  You  might  see  new  fads,  prob- 
lems, and  people;  but  the  abiding 
strengths,  which  made  MCV  great  for 
you,  continue  to  inspire  students  and 
faculty  to  learn  and  practice  good 
medicine.

address  my  comments  to  you.  Doctor
